ROFESSOR R. M. Butler, Professor of 
P Architecture, University College, Dub- 
lin, writes calling attention to some 
inaccuracies in the brochure, entitled ‘‘ Some 
Dublin Buildings,”” which was officially circyp- 
lated amongst members in connection with 
the recent Architects’ Conference. 

The brochure started by referring to the 
absence of mention of Dublin buildings and 
their architects by Ferguson in his “ History 
of Architecture,’’ or by Sir Reginald Blom- 
field in his “ English Renaissance,” and 
made the somewhat ungracious remark that 
““this may be another injustice to Ireland,” 
but not to Irishmen, as hardly any of the 
architects who designed or the craftsmen who 
worked under them were native born, 

This was not so. It was true that a few 
of the architects were of German, English or 
French extraction, but there was no evidenve 
that any considerable number of the crafts- 
men who worked under them were other than 
native born. 

In the eighteenth century Dublin was 
famous for the skill of its craftsmen, in 


| stone and wood carving, plaster modelling, 


wrought iron work, cabinet-making, coach- 
building, gold and silversmiths’ work, and 
ornamental cut glass. In architectural 
sculpture Smyth’s work at the Custom House 
and elsewhere was outstanding. Amongst 
the native-born architects ‘of the eighteenth 
and early nineteenth centuries were many 
men of distinction—Ivory, Mack, Bindon, 
F. Johnston, O. R. Johnston, Baker, Burgh, 
Semple, and Ensor. ' 

The pamphlet next referred to the Rova 
Hospital, Kilmainham, and said that “it is 
interesting as being, if documentary and in- 
ternal evidence can be trusted, the only work 
of Sir Christopher Wren in Treland.’’ 
There was no evidence of any kind that Wren 
ever had any connection with the Royal Hos. 
pital or with any other work in Ireland. It 
referred to Wren’s appointment as “His 
Majesty’s Surveyor of His Buildings,” and 
added that “‘from 1669 to 1718 he held that 
office, and during that period there was no 
one else who had such a title.” That also 
was an error, as the appointment had no rela- 
tion to Ireland. 


ROYAL HOSPITAL 
ARCHITECT. 


The architect of the Royal Hospital, Kil- 
mainham, was Sir William Robinson, His 
Majesty's Surveyor of His Buildings for Tre- 
land, and it was to him that the instructions 
were issued by the Committee; it was he who 
viewed and reported upon the lands, made 
the ‘‘model,’’ and directed the building 
operations. The mistake evidently arose 
through the fact of Wren having occupied the 
same official position in England as Robinson 
held in Ireland. 

Robinson held office from 1661 to 1700. He 
was also architect of Marsh’s Library, Dublin, 
and carried out work at Dublin Castle. He 
was knighted in 1701, and held other impor- 
tant appointments—Commissarv-General] in 
King William’s Army, Commissioner of For- 
feited Estates, and was appointed Keeper for 
life of the Parliament House (old Chichester 
House), as well as Registrar of the Hospital. 
He was also M.P. for Dublin University, and 
died in 1712. 

The publication referred to alsn suggested 
that ‘“‘ the character and general desien of the 
(plaster) ceiling clearly point to Grinling Gib- 
bons as its designer.’’ He (Professor Butler) 
had never heard that suggestion before, and 
it was highly improbable. It had often heen 
stated in modern times that Grinling Gibbons 
carved the woodwork; that was one of the 
many Grinling Gibbons myths. The wood- 
work was carved by James Tabariet, admitted 
a freeman of the City of Dublin in 1682, and 


| he was paid £250 for the work on 27th 


January, 1686. The wainscotting of the great 
hall, too, was of pine, and not oak, as usually 
described. 

With regard to Parliament House, about 
the designer of which there always had been 
some doubt, the author of the pamphlet re- 
ferred to declared for Cassels as the author 
of the design. The first recorded reference to 
any architect was to Thomas Burgh, His 
Majesty’s Surveyor-General in Ireland, who, 
in 1728, was directed to prepare a plan for 
building a new Parliament House. 

Sir Edward Lovet [Pearce next appeared 
upon the scene—Pearce was a captain in a 
regiment of Dragoons—who, in 1727, obtained 
a seat in Parliament for Ratoath, Co. Meath. 
In 1728 Pearce reported to the Viceroy on 
the requirements of the new buildings. 

Every contemporary record of authority 
accepted Pearce as the author of the design, 
and the Commons voted money to him “ for 
the care and pains he had in contriving and 
carrying on the building of the new Parlia- 
ment House.’’

Justice ,Murnaghan, Jolin Kavanagh, .a 
labourer, of 28 North Great George's street, 
Dublin, appealed from a decision of the High 
Court refusing to make absolute a conditional 
order of habeas corpus for the purpose of 
restoring to him his two children, John and 
William, who had been committed to institu- 
tions by an order of District Justice O’Sulli- 
It appeared that the child John, aged 
eight, was committed to Artane Industrial 
Sehool; and the child’ William, aged six, to 
the House of Charity, Drogheda. 

Mr, Hector Hughes, K.C., and Mr. Tobias 
(instructed by Messrs, Gerald Byrne and Co.) 
appeared for the appellant; and Mr. E. J. 

elly, K.C., and Mr McGuckin (instructed 
by Messrs. T. F. O'Connell Rooney and Co.) 
for the respondents, the Governo: of the 
School and the Superintendent of the Home. 

Opening the case, Mr. Hughes said that 
the appellant was a Catholic and the appel- 
lant’s wife was a Protestant. Thev were 
married in St. Michan’s Protestant Church. 
The child John, born in May, 1923, was 
baptised a Protestant in June of that year, 
and in the same month he was baptised a 
Catholic. The child William was born in 
July, 1925, and baptised a Protestant in the 
same mopth. A third child, Mary Louise, 
was born in October, 1926, and baptised a 
Protestant in that month. 

Referring to the decision appealed from, 
counsel said that the President of the High 
Court stated that the father, by his conduct, 
disentitled himself to the custedy of the 
children, but counsel submitted that the 
father of the children was entitled to their 
custody. 

Counsel referred to the affidavit of the 
appellant, in which he stated that shortly 
after the birth of their eldest child his wife 


. became mentally deranged, and was removed 


to Grangegorman Mental Hospital, where she 
remained for six months, a was then dis- 
charged. Again in December, 1927, she 
became mentally affected, and was again 
removed to Grangegorman Mental Hospital, 
where she still remained. : . 

Referring to the Children’s Act of 1908, he 
submitted that, while the children were 
baptised in the Catholic religion, they had 
not yet imbibed much training with respect 
to any particular religion, and they could 
not be said at bas to have any fixed 
religious views. e also. submitted that the 
appellant was entitled te have the children 
brought up as Protestants, in accordance 
with an agreement between him and his wife, 
and that it could not be regarded as a 
breach of his parental duty towards his 
children, because the father had agreed to 
bring them up as Protestants when he was 
unable to provide for them owing to his 
embarrassed circumstances. He was only 
earning £2 a week, and owing to the illness 
of his wife he he 1 to employ a housekeeper. 

He further submitted that the cuoeilent 
had shown that he was a fit person to have 
the custody of his children. 

Mr. Hughes had not completed his opening

EVIDENCE IN ERASMUS 
SMITH CASE.

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) . 

The hearing of evidence was continued in 
the case of the Governors of the Erasmus 
Smith Schools against th» Attorney-General 
and a number of “ special defendants,’’ re 
garding the issue whether the paramount 
object of the trusts created by Erasmus 
Smith .is educational or religious.

Kingsmill Moore, and Mr. T. U. O'Dell 
(instructed by Messrs. Darley, Orpen and 
Synnott) appeared for the miaintiits ; Mr. 
McCann, K.C., Mr. Rice, K.C., and Mr. 
McGuckin (instructed by O'Hanlon and 
Robinson) for the Attorney-General, Mr, 
Lavery, K.C., Mr. Gavan Duffy, K.C., Mr. 
E. J. Kelly, K.C., and Mr. John Hooper 
(instructed by Messrs Sheridan and Kenny) 
for the Roman Catholic “ special defendants ”’ 
and Mr. Dickie, K.C., Mr. Charles 8. Camp- 
bell and Mr. W. Hamill (instructed by 
Messrs Dickie, Coulter and Hamill) for the 
Presbyterian ‘‘ special defendants.”’ 

FOUNDING OF THE SCHOOLS. 

The cross-examination of Professor W. A: 
Phillips, Lecky Professor of History, Trinity 
College, Dublin, was concluded in the fore- 
noon. He had been called as a witness on 
behalf of the plaintiffs, who submit that the 
object of Erasmus Smith in providing pro- 
perty and creating and endowing the charitable 
trusts administered by them was to propa- 
gate the Protestant faith according to the 
Scriptures, and to provide for the education, 
advancement and assistance of Protestants. 

Replying to Mr. Gavan Duffy, the witness 
agreed that his thesis was that Erasmus 
Smith, in founding grammar schools, was 
founding something which was essentially 
a Protestant institution, organised for the 
spread of Reformation principles. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy—I suggest that is not 
history, but sectarian propaganda exploded. 

The Witness—It is sheer history and 
nothing else. I have no sectarian propaganda. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy—I suggest that has been 
wholly exploded by modern scholarship.—It 
has not, sir. 

Attention was called by Mr. Gavan Duffy 
to passages from various authors on the 
subject of education before the Reformation, 
and the witness, answering him, said that 
he had not intended in his evidence to 
suggest that there were no grammar schools 
in Ireland before the Reformation. 

DIFFERENCES OF OPINION. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy asked questions con- 
cerning differences of opinion among Pro- 
testants on religion in 1661, especially in 
regard to whether Presbyter and Bishop were 
the same according to Holy Seriptures, and 
concluded his cross-examination on this sub- 
ject by reading from a manuscript in Trinity 
College, “Dublin, entitled *‘A Particular of 
Seditious Doctrines Pvachesd in the North 
of Ireland by the Scotch Ministers,’’ that the 
‘* Covenantors first drew the blood sword, and 
before they would submit to these oaths, 
viz., of allegiance and supremacy, and so 
these Popish ceremonies, they would draw 
it again ’’; that “the service book and the 
mass book were both hatched in hell by 


the devil ’’—(laughter)—-and that “we have | 


yot a king and the king hath brought the 
Bishops and they will bring in Popery, and 
then farewell all, and yet ye without be 
valient for the truth. 
Lord, although he suffered those wolves of 
Bishops to come into his kirke on earth, 
yet that he would never let them come into 
is kirke in Heaven.” (Laughter.) 

Mr.. Campbell, on behalf of the Presby- 
terian ‘‘ special defendants,’’ said that he did 
not propose at that stage to cross-examine 
the witness, but reserved his right to do so. 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that no evidence 
had been given that compromised Mr. Camp- 
bell’s position in any way. 


STATUTE DESTROYED. 

Mr. John R. H. Weaver, Lecturer of 
Modern History, University of Oxford, also 
gave evidence in suppert of the plantiffs’ 
case, 

Mr. J. F: Morrissey, Deputy-Keeper of the 
Records, Dublin, gave formal evidence of the 
destruction of the Statute 10th Geo, I. in the 
fire in the Four Courts. This Statute had 
been referred to during the hearing, and the 
witness said that it was contained in the 
Parliamentary Statute Roll of Ireland in ihe 
Record Office in the Four Courts before the 
fire. .

WOMAN AWARDED £150 
DAMAGES.

Mrs. Catherme Mary Marley, of Alton 
terrace, Dalkey, County Dublin, sued Mrs. 
Emma Mc onnell, of Seapoint road, Monks- 
town, Courty Dublin, and James P. Dillon, 
Orrery House, Gurranabraker, Cork, for £150 
damages for personal injuries, arising out of 
au impact between, a car belonging to Mrs. 
McConnell, in which she was travelling, and 
another car the property of James Dillon. 

The accident occtrred on the public road 
between Cloyne and Ballycotton, County 
Cork, on 23rd August, 1929. 

It appeared that the plaintiff was one of 
a party in a car which was going along the 
road to Ba'lycotton when the defendant 
Dillon’s car, following at the rate of twenty- 
five miles per hour, ‘‘tipped’’ it in passing, 
and thus caused the driver of the front car, 
belonging to Mrs. McConnell, to run it up 
on a ha of stones on the roadside and then 
across the roa into the opposite fence. 

The Judge ave the plaintiff a decree for 
the amount c umed against the defendant, 
James Dillon, holding that his driver had 
been guilty oí negligence in trying to pass 
a car at the iate of twenty-five miles an 
hour, which, it was admitted, had been 
‘‘wobbling’’ as if the driver was drunk, or 
nervous. The plaintiff had been thrown 
against the dckey. seat in her car and 
sustained broken ribs and an injury to her 
breast, upon which a surgical operation was 
necessary. He thought the amount claimed, 
in view of the sufferings she had undergone, 
and the medical expenses she had had to Ease, 
was very moderate.

When the University Boat Race between 
Oxford and Cambridge was established in 
1829 it rowed between Hambledon 
Lock and Henley Bridge. Ten years Jater 
the Henley Regatta was inaugurated, and 
soon became the Mecca of the rowing man, 
In the vear 1851 it: received the Royal 
imprimatur when the Prince 
became its patron, and, ever since that 
date it has been “ Royal,” though in 
recent years the attendance of Royalty 
has not been so regular as it used to be. 

This vear, however, the regatta, which 
opens officially to-day, will be graced on 
the Saturday by the presence of the Duke 
and of York. Already large 
house parties are being entertained in 
Henley and the surrounding districts.

‘KCillions as Wrapping Paper. 


I thought my eyes must be deceiving me 
when I read the other day that four thou- 
sand million German marks were being 
turned by the Belgians into neat brownish 
wrapping paper, but the statement is 
apparently correct. For nearly thirteen 
years Germany and Belgium have been 
haggling over this ‘‘ money.’’ In the days 
after the Armistice the Belgian Govern- 
ment exchanged their own good banknotes 
for all the paper currency that the German 
Army had left in Belgium. 
Germany refused to reimburse’ these 
marks, but in 1929, in accordance with the 
Young plan, Belgium obtained recognition 
of her claim, and it was agreed to destroy 
the useless “ paper ” as soon as Germany 
made her first payment. German dele- 
gates arrived in Brussels recently and had 
the 144,176,205 hanknotes, representing a 
total of well over 3,800,000.000 marks, 
taken to a paper factory in that city. The 
factory was asked to turn them into 
wrapping paper. Rows of detectives 
watched the place, so that not a single 
should escape. the. super-execution. 
The boxes containing the marks weighed 
altogether 350,000 pounds, ana it turns out 
that something like four hundred cubic 
metres of banknotes will yield £600 worth 
of wrapping paper.

Perhaps, if they were reminded by those 
the Civics Institute who have 
spoken so much upon this subject, they 
would, no doubt, again open It to the 
children, and also take in the vacant plot 
adjoining to form quite @ good-sized play- 
ground. i 

The scheme, which was submitted by the 
Moursjoy square Commissioners, and was 
signed by the Rev. Dr. Denhain Osborne, 
Mr: ‘Walter Cole and Mr. Esmonde W 
Little, states that ‘ The conversion of Mount- 
joy square into a playground would be 
detrimental to the property in the square, 
and adds thapthere are numerous vacant and 
derelict spaees in the locality which could be 
converted into play centres, or sand-pits, at 
far less expense. 

It is pointed out in the scheme that these 
spaces are widely distributed through the 
district, and are convenient to the children’s 
homes. It continues: ' Ít is now generally 
recognised that a number of smal! playgrounds 
distributed through an area is a greater ad- 
vantage than having large spaces distant from 
the homes of the children. The city would be 
improved to the extent of these spaces being 
made available to the children, whilst this 
ancient and historic square, at no expense to 
the public, would still remain a valuable 
‘‘jang”’ of the city, and ccntinuc to afford 
recreation and enjoyment to numbers of young 
working girls and men who have the privilege 
of the use of the square for a moderate fee 
for lawn tennis during the season, and for 
whom some other space would have to be 
provided, 


VACANT SPACES. 


They suggest that the following vacant 
spaces could be converted into playgrounds :— 

Hill street— Old St. Gsorge’s Graveyard is 
a playground, fifty yards from Mountjoy 
square, and could be enlarged to take in the 
derelict plot adjoining, which comprises 
Temple court, Temple lane, and Temple 
place, and include the waste plot in Grenville 
street. 

Parnell square—The part not occupied by 
buildings is nearly as large as Mount joy 
square, and is quite neglected, apparently 
never used, 

Ballybough road—A large plot of waste 
land, about three acres, stretching from the 
top of Clonliffé avenue to the railway at the 
back of the houses in Ballybough road.

London and every one of the large provincial 
cities of England Wales. In none of these 
cities did I observe such signs of prosperity 
as are apparent_in Dublin. This is no idle 
or irresponsible observation My pg@sition 
has enabled me to. make a direct test 
of the conditions obtaining in the ‘arger 
cities of England. I have applied the same 
test to Dublin with a positive result, whereas 
in England results were negative. Thera ' 
evidence in Dublin that money is circulating 
more freely than in most other cities con 
parable in size, and there is evidence of a 
constructive policv—a policy that is sadly 
lacking.:n many other great towns to-day. : 


A COMPARTSON. 

Unemployment, I am told, is one of vour 
problems. But it is the maior problem of 
most communities to-day, and though it is 
dificult to arrive at a figure that truly 
reflects the condition of the labour market 
in Dublin, yet it is easy for a visitor to 
make comparison and see that Dublin is 
more favourably situated than her sister 
cities in England and Wales. Dublin is 
immeasurably better off than Cardiff or 
Swansea, and the industrial cities of the 
midlands and north of Encland. Compat ison 
het ween Dublin and Cardiff provides me wit’) 
the best instance of Dublin’s present pusition. 
Both cities have a similar geographical 
position, and. up to a point, they are. there. 
lore, denendent on similar sources of revenue 
Cardiff's unemployment problem is of such 
proportions that the life of the city seems 
strangled. There is no such strangulation in 
Dublin.

The Father sá 
Seismology. 


ROBERT MALLET. 


By a CORRESPONDENT. 

N view of tie recent earthquake shocks 
| which have occurred in the British Isles, 
not sparing even the peaceful precincts 

of Rathfarnham, it is interesting to know 
that the scientist mainly responsible for the 
comparatively recent study of seismology, or 
earth movements, was Dublin born. Robert 


' Mallet. son of a Devonshire man, who settled 


in Dublin as an iron and metal founder, was 
June Srd, 1810, and in due course 
entered Yrinity College, whence he finally 
yraduated in 1830. In the following year he 
became a partner in his father s business, and 
was put in charge of the Victoria Foundry,

were under his control. For years he carried 
on business in Ireland, until the completion 
of the trunk railway lines almost put an end 
to his work.. He then moved to London, 
where he established himself as a consulting 
engineer. 

A VARIED CAREER. 

In addition to being a capable engineer, 
Mallet was a practical and zealous scientist 
of no mean order, who contributed numerous 
papers to learned societies during his hfe- 
time. It is his work, however, as father of 
seismology that will secure him fame. In 
1846 he read a paper before the Royal Irish 
Academy on the dynamics of earthquakes, 
and it is this work which marks the be- 
ginning of the new science. During the 
ensuing decade he contributed. as well. a 
series of reports to the British Association, 
and laid down directions for the observation 
and stucy of earthquake shocks. In 
spite of his great knowledge of this 
subject, it appears to have been 
nearly all theory, and, when he actually 
encountered an earthquake, as he did in 
1852, he failed to recognise it as an earth- 
quake, though it was sufficient to awaken 
him. Unfortunately, he was unable to 
obtain sufficient data to test his theories, 
and was compelled to wait a further five 
years before the terrible Neapolitan earth- 
tunity. Such destruction and disorganisa- 
tion did this ‘quake cause that almost a week 
quake of 1857 provided him with his oppor- 
elapsed before the word was apprised of 
its effects Mallet at once grasped the oppor- 
tunity, end, with the aid of a grant of money 
from the Royai Society, set out for Naples 
in February. With the aid of letters to 
various persons in authority he was enabled 
to inspect the chief towns and villages in the 
devastated area, and, in spite of bad weather 
and numerous difficulties, completed his tour 
in little over two months. 

MALLET’'S WRITINGS. 

The two large volumes, embodying most 
of his observations which resulted therefrom, 
form a fcundation on which more recent 
investigations and writings have been buiit 
Besides much geographical and mathematical 
data, the work is rendered readable to the 
unscientific by reason of the powerfully 
descriptive narrative. The scientist is unable 
to overcome the humanitarian, and the 
mathematician leaves plenty of scope for the 
keen cbserver and traveller. 

So much was Mallet concerned with the 
new science, and such was his influence that 
many of the terms now used in seismology 
were coined by him-—such terms as 
‘epicentre’ or the spot most central in 
the meizoseismal area, or the area where the 
greatest damage is located. The significance 
of the sound in earthquakes was early realised 
by Mallet, who considered that a study of 
the noises attendant “upon such a disaster 
would prove “a most valuable auxiliary in 
deducing the nature of the focal cavity, and 
probably many other conditions of sub- 
terraneous action as yet little thought of.” 

He describes the sound heard during the 
earthquake of .1857 as made up of sudden 
explosive reports (one, if not more than 
one), variously contemporaneous with rush- 
ing and rolling sounds; and he quotes the 
narratives of the dwellers around the 
and southern extremities of the 
sound - areas, who heard a low, grating, 
heavy. sighing rush, of twenty to sixty 
seconds in duration, some thinking that. il 
was also a sort of rumbling sound, but with 
nene, a distinct, well-defined explosion, or 
several in succession. The cause of this 
earthquake, according to Mallet, was 
the production of a great fissure’ in 
the earth, which, “when at its full 
dimensions, was a curved fissure, whose 
height was three geographical miles. 
and length along its curve of contrary flexure 
was nine gecgraphical miles, while its thick 
ness, or third dimension, between wall and 
wall was probably very small, but is un 
certain.” The formation of this great rent.

The half-yearly meeting of the Central 
Council of the National Union of Conserva- 
tive and Unionist Associations was held 
yesterday at the Kingsway Hall, London— 
Colonel the Hon. George Herbert, Chair- 
man of the Council, presiding. About 650 
delegates were present, representing all 
me of England, Wales, Scotland and 
Northern Ireland. 


AGRICULTURAL POLICY. 
Mr. J. A. Christie; on behalf of the 
Eastern Provinces area, moved a resolu- 
tion declaring: ‘‘ That this Council ex- 
presses its gratification that the Conserva- 
tive agricultural policy provides: (1) for 
the payment of an economic price to the 
British farmer for all home-grown wheat 
of milling quality; (2) for a tax on all 
imported foreign malting barley ; (5) for 
the supply to the defence forces of a pro- 
portion of home-fed beef.”’ 

He said he felt confident that, if he 
could go from that Conference to the 
farmers of Norfolk and say that their 
produce would be guaranteed a fair price 
and protected against foreign imports, 
they would go down on their knees and 
thank God that someone was trying to help 
them in their present terrible plight. 


THE NEXT ROUND TABLE. 

Mr. E. P. Newton, on behalf of the 
Yeovil Division, moved a resolution declar-

When the case was taken up it was men- 
tioned that there were three other defendants, 
but Mr. Finlay said that he intended only 
dealing with the one already mentioned. 

The Justice read out. the mames of the 
other defendants as follows:—Dr. Patrick 
Jcseph Gaffney, Dr. Mathew Peppard and E. 
J. Hearty. 

Mr. A. E. Wood, K.C., announced that, 
along with Mr. Hubert Hamilton, K.C., and 
Mr. Conor Maguire, barrister-at-law  (in- 
structed by Mr. Joseph H. Dixon, solicitor), 
he appeared for the three remaining de- 
fendants. 


CASE FOR THE STATE. 

Mr. Finlay, opening the: case, said that 
under the Public Charitable Hospitals (Tem- 
porary Provisions) Act certain sweepstakes 
are permitted in the Irish Free State in aid 
of hospitals which come within the meaning 
of the Act. 

Recently, he continued, certain tickets 
came to the notice of the Civic Guards, 
headed “ Irish Charitable Sweepstake,’’ for a 
race on 29th October, 1931, and were issued 
bv the Gaedhealtacht Trust, Limited. They 
bore what purported to be reprodactions of 
the names of the defendants. The ‘tickets 
stated that the prize money would be drawn 
for in Ireland, and that the results would be 
published in the Press of the world. 

Mr. Finlay at this stage handed in a buff- 
coloured ticket, which the Justice inspected 
and read. 


POLICE AND LETTER. 

Continuing, Mr. Finlay said that a com- 
pany had been formed, named the “ Gaedeal- 
tact Trust, Limited,” and offices had been 
acquired at 60 Upper O'Connell street, Dublin. 
A circular letter bearing the heading of this 
company had fallen into the hands of the 
police, and portions of it, said Mr. Finlay, 
were very material, and would seem to be 
misrepresentation of fact. 

Mr. Finlay read the document es follows :— 
“The Gaedealtact (pronounced Gael-thokth) 
is the name given to those parts of Ireland 
chiefly ajong the Western seaboard where the 
native Gaelic language is still the snoken 
language of the people. The inhabitants of 
the Gaedealtact, kindly Irish people who are 
fishermen and peasant farmiega, industrious, 
frugal and. hospitable, are ing a grim 
battle for existence amidst hardships and 
chronic poverty such as are unknown in your 
comparatively affluent country. . . . The 
distributign of funds from Gaedealtact sweep 
will be handled by an administrative committee, 
consisting of the most prominent Trish citizens, 
whose public records for honesty and in- 
tegrity, as well as their knowledge of the 
needs of the Gaedealtact, will ensure that 
the work will be executed with wisdom and 
efficiency (here the names of the trustees 
were given). All accounts are subject to 
Government approved audit. The draw is 
conducted under Government supervision, 
and all known methods of fraudulent dupli- 
cation of tickets are provided against.” 

This document was signed ‘‘ Gaedealtact 
Trust, Limited, Edward H. Hearty, direc- 
tor.” 

Mr. Finlay then handed in the document, 
and, continuing, said thaf, when Dr. McGrath 
was interviewed .regarding the tickets by 
Superintendent, Ennis he said that he had 
been asked to give his signature to -the sweep- 
stake. On hearing that the sweepstake was 
to be promoted entirely outside this country 
he signed his name as trustee. 

Accordingly, said Mr. Finlay, on the facts 
of the case it would seem clear that he is a 
party to the publication of this scheme for 
the promotion of a sweepstake without 
authority, 


DR. M°GRATH’S POSITION. 

Mr. Martin Maguire sáid that he appeared 
on behalí of Dr. McGrath, and he wanted 
to make the position oí his client perfectly 
clear. Dr McGrath had been approached by 
a lady of the highest character, and of whom 
he had, and still Was, the greatest confidence. 
and he was invited by her to allow his 
name to be used as a trustee for the 
Gaedealtact Sweepstake. He did so in the 
belief that by doing so he would be helping 
the people of the Gaedealtact, but he stipu- 
lated that everything in connection with 
what it was proposed should be done would 
be strictly legal, and he also stipulated that 
it should be purely charitable. 

“Dr. McGrath was not consulted in the 
organisation of the sweepstake,” said Mr. 
Maguire, “and he is no party to the publica- 
tion of this scheme. He is not responsible 
for anything that has been done with the 
organisation of this sweep, nor has he taken 
any part whatever in connection with the 
organisation. He is not satisfied that the 
conditions wlich he imposed when asked to 


| loan his name have been fulfilled, and. once 


the general conduct of the sweep has been 
questioned by the res'gansible authorities of the 
State, he declines,to be associated in future 
with the promotion of the sweep. He is 
not in any way associated with the com- 
pany known as the Gaedhealtachta Trust 
Limited, mentioned by Mr. Finluy.

After the interview Mr. A. J. Cook 
told a Press Association reporter that the 
negotiations were likely to be continuous 
for the next two days, and that no new 
developments had occurred. 

Negotiations were continued throughout 
the day. The niiners’ leaders were with 
the Cabinet Coal Committee at the House 
of Commons for nearly three hours last 
night, and the discussion then was 
adjourned until this afternoon, to enable 
the Government to consult the owners 
and to determine their own policy in the 
matter of any necessary legislation. 


STRIVING FOR PEACE. 


The members of the Miners’ Executive 
were reticent as to what had taken place. 
Mr. Cook indicated that he was not in a 
position at present to disclose the nature 
of the latest proposals under discussion. 
He added that the Executive were strivinz 
hard for peace, and were still hopeful, in 
spite of certain difficulties, that they 
would be able to place a recommendation 
before the resumed Delegate Conference 
of the Miners’ Federation on Thursday, 
with a view to averting a crisis. 

The Miners’ Executive is meeting again 
in London this morning before going to 
a further interview with the Government, 
when it is expected that the Government 
will make a definite pronouncement on 
which the Executive will be able to act. 
Efforts are still being made to devise a 
formula which will satisfy the miners and 
provide for a review of the position at the 
end of the period offered for the stabilisa- 
tion of wages—namely, twelve months. 
The owners are inclined to concede some- 
thing on these lines; so long as there is no 
commitment on a national basis to the 
district adjtstment of wages rates at the 
end lof “the.stabilisation period. 


DISTRICT ATTITUDES. 


The delegates of the Northumberland 
Miners’ Association, in Newcastle yester- 
day, decided, by an _ overwhelming 
majority, to give their representatives «at 
Thursday’s National Miners’ Federation 
Conference powers to settle the questions 
in dispute on the best possible terms. 

The Yorkshire Miners’ Council yester- 
day decided that they could not depart 
from their resolution calling upon the 
Government to honour its election pledg? 
and restore the seven-hour day as from 
July 9th. 

A mass meeting of Merthyr Miners 
last night received a report from their 
agent, Mr. Enoch Ablett, and resolved 
unanimously to endorse the decision of 
the Executive, that there should be no 
compromise on hours and wages. Mr. 
Ablett said that South Wales remained 
solid on the decision reached by the last 
conference in March.

LAND TAX EXEMPTIONS. | 

On Clause 7, which provides that, “ subject 
to the provision of this. part of the Act re- 
lating to the exemptions, there shall be 
charged a tax of one penny for each pound 
of the land value of every land unit, Mr. 
Neville Chamberlain moved the omission of 
the words “relating to exemptions. is 
object, he said, was, to prepare the way for 
a series of amendments on Clause 15, which 
provides for the reduction of land value for 
the purposes of assessment of the tax. Clause 
15 had been re-drafted by the Chancellor to 
meet the Liberal objections to double taxa- 
tion, and the question now arose whether 
the amended clause did, ‘in fact, prevent 
double taxation. According to the Chancel- 
lor it did not, but did it satisfy the 
Liberals ? 

He understood that the Liberals had, to 
some extent, withdrawn from the rigidity of 
their original position, and that, although the 
clause did not do all that they desired, they 
were willing to accept it in full satisfaction 
of their claims. (Opposition laughter and 
cheers.) The Conservatives, however, still 
retained their objection to double taxation, 
and it seemed to him that the only way to 
achieve that was to deduct the annual tax 
under Schedule A from the annual land tax. 
They had put down amendments to attain 
that object. He understood that the amended 
clause did not quite satisfy the Liberals, and 
that some of them had decided to leave their 
Party altogether. (Laughter.) 

Sir John Simon said that it was evident 
that the Chancellor had not abandoned the 
principle of double taxation, for in making 
the modification he did he plainly stated that 
he was not changing the principle. Sir John 
agreed that that was so, and said that all 
those who had conscientious scruples against 
double taxation were in duty bound to sup- 
port the present amendment. 


LIBERAL SUPPORT.

FINE BATTING BY PAGE 


AND DEMPSTER.

FTER many fluectuations, the Test 
A Match was left drawn yesterday at 

Lord’s, the end being quiet. arly, 
however, there had been some very fine 
batting by New Zealand, which revealed the 
visitors not only as excellent cricketers, but 
great fighters. Chief honours were carried 
off by Dempster, Page and Blunt. The first 
two each enjoyed the distinction of making 
a hundred in a representative engagement 
at the headquarters of cricket, while Blunt 
fell only four short of three figures. Thanks, 
thereore, in the main to these three players 
New Zealand not only pulled the game com- 
pletely round, but shortly before four o’clock 
Lowry found himself in the position to de- 
clare, with nine wickets down for 469, and 
set England the practically impossible task 
of scoring 240 to win, at the rate of 102 runs 
an hour. No attempt was, of course, made 
to get the runs, 

Without in any way detracting from the 
excellence of the New Zealanders’ batting, 
it is only proper to observe that the Eny- 
land bowling lacked distinction. One could not 
call it bad—it was just mediocre, and nothing 
else. Most certainly it did not attain to 
the class necessary for England to have any 
chance of getting Australians, for instance, 
out for anything Tike a reasonable total. Now 


would enjoy a period when he kept the bats- 
men quiet, and there came a time after lunch 
during which five wickets fell in 45 minutes 
for 57 runs, New Zealand at three o'clock 
being only 176 on, with two wickets to go 
down.

Altogether he and 
Page added 118 in 95 minutes, before a 
ferocious break-back beat and _ bowled 
Dempster, who just touched the ball with 
the inside edge of the bat. In a workman- 
like, efficient and eminently good innings, 
marked by all the strokes and lasting nearly 
four hours. he hit ten 4’s, three ó's and six- 
teen 2’s. Blunt did not begin at all well. 
He was often in trouble with Voce, but the 
longer he stayed the better he played, while 
Page continued to bat in fine form. 

PAGE’S FINE INNINGS. 

In an hour and three-quarters 142 runs 
were put on for the fourth wicket. Page 
batter three hours and twenty minutes, and 
until he got out did not make a mistake. 
his scoring strokes, mostly leg hits and 
drives, including fifteen 4’s, two ó's and nine 
2's. Actually, Page’s innings was even 
better than that of Dempster, and in saying 
that one is paying him a high compliment.

LAST THREE WOMEN BEATEN 


IN THE SINGLES.

REAT BRITAIN experienced her most 
unfortunate day at Wimbledon yester- 
day when Miss Nuthall, Miss Dorothy 

Round and Miss M. C. Scriven were defeated 
in the fifth round of the Singles. 

After one and a half hours, and up to the 
last shot, Miss Scriven put up a magnificent 
fight against a player of ripe experience, who 
is ranked No. 1 in France. For the first time 
in her life, and with the knowledge that she 
was the only English girl left in, Miss Scriven 
came on to the centre court. She electrified 
the spectators by winning Mme. Mathieu's 
service to thirty. “An accident,’’  said- 
everybody; but the crowd yelled their delight 
and surprise when she went to 4-love. 
When she won the first set the cheers must 
have been heard all over Wimbledon. Mme. 
Mathieu was out-driven by an opponent who 
flashed the ball at express speed into every 
unprotected part of the court. The French- 
woman attemptea to join in the driving 
rallies, but she found herself continually 
beaten for pace and length. 


EXPERIENCE TELLS. 

Then experience entered into the contest. 
Once she had discovered that Miss Scriven 
liked nothing better than a fast shot to her 
forehand, Mme. Mathieu altered her tactics. 
She slowed down the game and lofted the ball 
at every opportunity. The English girls 
game faltered, and after leading 2-1 in the 
second set she dropped five games in succes- 
sion. Still, she led 2-love and 4-1 in the 
final set, but Mme. Mathieu’s generalship 
was now dictating the run of the play, and 
the French player recovered magnificently for 
5-4, and then took the set in the twelfth 
ame. The close nature of the match may 
ye gauged from the circumstance that 
thirteen of the games went to vantage, and 
only three of them to love. 

Miss Nuthall was well beaten by an op- 
ponent who had much to be grateful for in 
the mistaken tactics of the girl who beat her 
in the recent French Championships. Miss 
Nuthall never got the lead, but she refused 
to vary her game when it became patent 
that she could not out-drive the hard-hitting 
American. Whenever she sent a deep drive 
to her opponent’s backhand corner, and 
followed it up with a short one into the mm. 
hand service court, the point was hers. ut 
instead of concentrating on these lines she 
fell back upon straight driving, and so con- 
tributed in large measure to her own un- 
doing.

The annual general meeting of the Genera! 
Electric Co., Ltd., was held yesterday .y 
London. 

Sir Hugo Hirst, Bart. (chairman and 
managing director), said he regretted that he 
could not point to the year’s result as another 
record, though it was the best year in their 
history, with the exception of last year. The 
total net profits were down by some £57,000, 
or about 45 per cent. Considering, however. 
the economic conditions in the world under 
which they had been working, he felt that 
the result was none the less gratifying. Ti. 
total amount of sales had been practica!), 
the same as that of last year. As a matter 
of fact, they had increased the number of 
transactions, but the average value per trans. 
action proved less, thus causing a alight in. 
crease in the percentage of overhead charges. 
This incident, combined w:th a drop in prices, 
was responsible for the slight set-back they 
had experienced. 

The reserve account had been increased by 
approximately the same sum as last year, and. 
after withdrawal of the sum required to wine 
out Debenture issue expenses, stood at 
£1,290,000, or half the Ordinary Share capita. 
The accounts showed the vitality and strength 
of the company. 

The present perind of depression had been 
used in the search for new fields to conquer 
Equally so they had used the period for 
further technical research and development, 
and as a result they had been successfu! in 
getting important contracts for the further 
development of the grid, which in some way 
compensated them for the outfall in orders 
in turbines and turbo-generators. Work for 
ihe grid included construction of 130 kw. out- 
door three-phase oil circuit breakers, trans. 
formers, etc. 

TURBO ALTERNATORS AND 
TRANSFORMERS. 

They had made progress in the construction 
of turbo alternators, and machines of 40,000 
K.V.A. at both 1,500 and 3,000 revolutions 
per minute had been supplied and had given 
satisfaction to Battersea and Birmingham Cor 
porations. Further progress had been made 
in the electrification of ships. They had been

Equally so progress had been mae in the 
construction of transformers, and a number 
of 30,000 K.V.A. three-phase transformers were 
now going through the works. Several Diese! 
electric locomotives had been ee ae 
during the year and shipped for the Indian 
State Railways. They had also supplied 5 
motor coaches for the Buenos Aires Centra! 
Terminal Railwavs, and thé electrification of 
the Altrincham line—the first suburban rai! 
way to be operated at 1,500 volts D.C.—had 
been an outstanding success. 

PROGRESS WITH TELEPHONE AND 

RADIO. 

They had made further progress in ‘he 
telephone field as well as in radio, both in 
sets and val The success of their Pire!! 
General Cr Works, particularly in oi 
filled cables. ad brought them into the front 
rank of cavie makers of the world. In short. 
progress had been made in every branch of 
the electrical industry, and this brought new 
hope for new and useful activities. 

Thetr efforts in export had been unabated, 
although they had to admit to a considerable 
set-back in volume during the past year. 

Generally speaking, he felt sure it would 
be admitted that the report of the company’s 
activities was not at all bad, and inspired 
them with new hope for the future. Some 
of their shops and departments had 
badly hit through the stagnation in the 
basic industries, but it must be realised that 
there were a great number of new industries 
which offered a great field to the electrica!

He 
felt certain a way could be found to finance 
the scheme, so that no fear of nationalisa 
tion need arise. The total amount required 
spread over, say, 15 years, was one whi 
the country could digest. If we could afford 
to spend 100 millions for unemployment 
surely we could find 15 to 20 millions for 
employment. By pooling the electricits 
supply for the railways with the genera 
electricity supply they would be enabled 
supply the unit of electricity as cheaply es 
or cheaper than, any country liberally su; 
plied with water power. Thev would be able 
to give the benefit of the grid not only to 
the industrial part of the country. but 
every part of the country. The uses of ele 
tricity on the farm were increasing dail) 
and if our agriculture was to be helped a: 
lifted out of its present helpless positio: 
electricity would play a great part in 
development. By spreading the grid, wit 
the help of the railways, into every part 
the country, cheap electricity could be tapped 
anywhere in this country. With such a: 
outlook the opportunities of the G.E.C. were 
unlimited. 

The report was unanimously adopted. 
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Skirtimgs were in 
very strong demand, especially the finest 
sorts. Prices were fully on a par with those 
obtained on Monday.

If this prove to be impossible, 
such foreigners as are employed must be ex- 
pelled. He also demands that all Jews who 
have taken up their residence in Germany 
since the 2nd of August, 1914; are to be ex- 
pelled if they live on German money. 
"Hitler demands the nationalisation of .ll 
such industries and firms as are already in 
the hands of trusts, and consequently the 
participation of the nation in the profits of 
big firms. He ig particularly interested in 
the extension of old-age relief pensions, 
which is, indeed, most necessary, since practt- 
cally all the elderly rentiers lost everything 
that they possessed during the inflation. One 
of his most important demands is for the 
enlargement and conservation of the middle- 
classes. He believes in the communalisation 
of the big warehouses, and advocates their 
heing hired out cheaply to small shops. He 
insists that the Government and municipali- 
ties should order their goods chiefly from 
small firms owned hy the middle-classes.. He 
wants to reform the laws dealing with the 
right of land and terrain, and wishes to make 
it possible to nationalise land in cases where 
the owner uses it for his own private benefit, 
instead of for the common good. He is also 
firmly opposed to speculation “with real estate. 
So intensely does he believe in the nationalist 
idea that he demands Germanisation of the 
German laws, which are now, of course, 
partly based on the old Roman law. 
THE PRESS. 

Hitler holds particularly strong views on 
the subject of the German Press. He de- 
mands a German Press in Germany, and to 
this end proposes the following measures :— 

No non-German can he either owner, 
partner, or on the staff of a German news- 
paper. ye 

If printed in the German langnage, foreign 
newspapers must have special licences: for 
their distribution in Germany. 

Of. special interest to us in Ireland, is 
Hitler's determined stand in the matter of 
censorship. He continues: If a newspaper 
or periodical be derogatory to the Common- 
wealth, it ought to. be, and must -be, for- | 
bidden. We demand the ruthless extermina- 
tion of this so-called ‘‘literatnre”’ and 
“art,’’ which only corrupts the mentality 
of the nation, and offers a form of enter- 
tainment alien to the Germanic spirit. 

RELIGION. 

He is equally emphatic on the subject of 
religious freedom in his country. So long 
as a religion is in harmony with the morality 
of the German people and does not endanger 
the race, he is quite impartial. The National- 
Socialist Party is, he states, -uniformly 
Christian without ‘definitely associating itself 
with any one of the several Christian 
Churches. His party, however, sets itself 
quite openly against the Jewish materialistic 
spirit, being convinced that the regeneration 
of Germany can only be brought about by | 
the inculcation of their motto: Self-sacrifice is’ | 
the basis of the common weal. 

It is obvious that, in order to realise 
these aims, an all-powerful central controlling 
power is essential. This is where the Fascist 
note enters. In his twenty-fifth and last 
point he demands-a government which would 
be in the nature of a dictatorship, and, 
further, he demands the representation in 
Parliament of the organised unions of all 
the professions. For example, there are 
already in existence the unions of National- 
Socialist lawyers, doctors, teachers, students, 
women and girls, Hitler-boys and pupils. 
All these unions have a steadily: increasing 
membership, and are consequentiy of great 
political -importance. 

He concludes on the 
note, to the effect, that the leaders of his 
party promise to fulfil their programme— 
“even at the risk of their lives,” 

As stated above, Germany's politics are 
for the moment completely obscured by the 
financial issie, and consequently Dr. 
Luther, President of the Reichsbank, is the 
most. important man in (Germany to-day. 
But it will not be long before the political 
question comes to the fore, and. with it 
Hitler and his vast party. While it is almost 
impossible to predict the result of his poli- 
tical campaign, there can be no doubt that 
Hitler has fired the imagination of the Ger- 
man people.
